The prior art of record fails to disclose the combination of the claimed apparatus for 
making pods containing product as amended and supported by the remarks filed on 12/29/2008. 
In particular the prior art of record fails to disclose among other features an actuating means 
movable along a circular path in synchrony with a revolving drum (Fig. 3; via actuating means 
8); forming head movable towards and away from the pocket of a revolving drum, the forming 
head being shaped to match a shape of the pocket, (Figs. 2 and 3; via forming heads 13).
